The appeal review» the peaceful re­ 
lations which have obtained between 
Great Britain and the United Stat.-s 
sln<-<‘ the treaty of Ghent was signed 
on Christmas eve, 1814, and expresses 
gratification at Hit* realization of the 
hope then expressed by John Quincy 
Adams that "May the gates of the tern 
pie of Janus closed here never be open­ 
ed during the century.” 
"It Is sincerely hoped," the appeal 
continues, “that nil will take part w ith 
the American committee or with slm 
liar com m ittees in other lands In the 
preparation and execution Qf an fide 
quate and fitting program that shall 
signalize as no other occurrence in the 
past would enable us to do the realiza­ 
tion of Mr. Adams* prophetic wish 
that the twentieth century might find 
the pence still unbroken.

Presidents 
recently. 
Dr. 
Rupert Blue, surgeon general of the 
United States public health service, 
delivered a particularly interesting ad 
dress, iu the course ot which lie said 
“ ibibile health is a public utility. 
A 
dollar laid out in sanitation is not an 
expenditure, but a loan, which will i»s 
returned a hundredfold 
Any tnunic 
ipaiity. state or nation <’an have pub 
He health if it will but pay the price. 
“The most needed reforms in public 
health adm inistration are greater co­ 
operation between public officials, the 
employment of full time workers, es 
tablisbm ent of laboratories, accurate the 
collection of vital statistics and the 
setting aside of sufficient funds to a< 
complish those things. 
“The future of sanitary adm inistra­ 
tion In this country depends upon the 
interest « hich the citizens take in 
its development. 
There is no better 
index of the state of civilzation of a 
community than the manner in which 
it approaches its public health prob 
lems. 
There is still much room for 
reform in the sanitary adm inistration 
of many -dates and municipalities in 
our country, and not the least impor­ 
tan t duty devolving upon the health 
officials of this nation is the educa­ 
tion of the general public to the end 
that sanitary reforms will not only 
be accepted, but also tie earnestly 
sought for. 


S l o w P r o g r e s s E x p la in e d . 
“Our slow progress in the direction 
of a perfect national health is due to 
the fact that the people have not as 
yet fully realized Its importance and 
have not demanded that protection 
aguinst 
preventable 
disease 
which 
they have a right to expect from their 
adm inistnitive officials. 
Neither have 
they demanded legislation and appro­ 
priations n hick are essential to the 
successful! prosecution of public health 
work 
There are two main causes for 
the paucity of sanitary legislation- 
public indifference and economic op­ 
position. 
"The feverish euelgy in sanitary 
m atters which characterizes the gener­ 
al public in time of epidemic soon gives 
way to lethargy and tndifferenoe to 
public health matters. The average in 
dividual is willing to take a chance of 
contracting a disease when it seems 
long way off. and it is only wheo it is 
close upon him and in spectacular form 
th at he appreciates Its danger. 
A sin­ 
gle case of leprosy in a city will create 
widespread excitement, while a thou 
sand oases of measles, which in their 
final results are infinitely more danger 
ous, are permitted to occur w ithout re 
mark. 
“The day hits passed when by indi 
vidua I brilliancy a battle against dis 
ease few«« may be won w ithout regard 
to the engagements which are going on 
all about us 
We live in an age in 
which efficiency is the slogan. 
We 
have learned from oft repeated failure 
and sore disappointment th at in sani­ 
tary work, as in all the other efforts of 
the human race, the greatest good can 
be accomplished in the shortest space 
of tim e and with a minimum expendi 
ture of funds and labor by a eoncibi- 
trated co-operative effort” 
Em phasis on W rong Things. 
In an address at this meeting Pro 
feesor W. T 
Sedgwick of the Mas­ 
sachusetts 
institute 
of Technology 
said: 
"There is a great deal of lost mo 
tion in the public health movement of 
today, a great deal of em phasis on 
the wrong thing. 
Pure spices are all 
very well, but pure milk and pure wa­ 
ter are infinitely more im portant Pure 
drugs are all very well, but where out 
person needs pure drugs a hundred 
need pure milk, pure w ater and pure 
air. 
“I am told there is a movement 
afoot to secure through a 
central 
agency an attem pt to get real life ex 
tension or the prolongation of life. 
"It is one of the sad things that so 
far we have succeeded chiefly in sav 
lng life at the lower end—baby life. 
We have prolonged infant life und dl 
minished infant mortality. 
We have 
been mu« h slower In securing any pro 
longation of life above the age of for 
ty. T hat is w here we want extension 
A baby is a very useful tbing. but it 
certainly is not of any use compared 
with a life at forty, which has been 
well prepared at great exjtense and 
which ougl.t to be efficient and which 
w e ought to prolong just as much as 
w e possibly can.’"
